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Field of the Invention. 

The present invention relates to ophthalmic solutions for 
use during ocular and intraocular surgery, and more particularly 
to the use of surface active viscoelastic solutions during the 
extraction of a cataractous human lens and the implantation of a 
prosthetic ocular and intraocular lens. During surgery, the use 
of ophthalmic infusions with controlled physical properties, 
especially surface activity and viscoelastic properties, is 
advantageous for (1) replacing the fluid aqueous humor or ocular 
and intraocular air, (2) protecting the internal structures of 
the eye from accidental instrument or ocular and intraocular 
prosthetic device contact, (3) preventing irrigation damage by 
solutions used in routine cataract surgery, and (4) retarding 
aspiration from the eye of the viscoelastic solution during the 
surgical procedure. In addition, the invention relates to a 
method of adhering a contact lens to the surface of the eye, 
such as in association with procedures permitting a medical 
professional to view ocular and intraocular structures through 
the contact lens and through the viscoelastic solution > In 
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
